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INTRODUCTION, 


Periodicals  in  a  library  serve  two  purposes :  first,  as  a 
record  of  current  literature  and  events ;  second,  in  the 
form  of  bound  volumes  in  the  reference  department,  as  a 
permanent  record  of  the  thought  and  action  of  the  past.  As 
a  part  of  the  reference  department  they  are  indispensable. 
The  following  classified  list  will  give  readers  an  idea  of 
what  the  library  currently  receives  on  various  subjects  in 
which  they  may  be  interested. 

Many  publications,  especially  those  on  religious  sub¬ 
jects,  are  sent  as  gifts  by  the  publishers  or  local  friends. 
Valuable  bulletins  on  technical  subjects  are  also  received 
from  the  various  departments  of  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment.  Gifts  of  periodicals,  both  current  subscriptions  and 
old  volumes  and  numbers  to  complete  files,  are  always 
valuable  to  the  library. 

The  newspapers  and  technical  magazines  will  be  found 
in  the  Newspaper  Reading  Room  in  the  basement,  the 
children’s  magazines  in  the  Children’s  Room  on  the  second 
floor,  and  the  general,  literary,  and  art  magazines  in  the 
Reference  Reading  Room  on  the  first  floor.  At  the  Brad¬ 
ford  Branch  Library  and  at  the  Reading  Room  at  70  Wash¬ 
ington  St.  good  collections  of  current  periodicals  are  on  file.
